Mr.  Chairman,  Lady,  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1933,  which,  by  virtue  of  Circular  1346  of  the  Minister 
of  Health,  has  been  curtailed. 

It  seems  fitting  to  record  the  drought  which  occurred  during 
the  year  under  review  which  caused  much  anxiety  to  this  and 
other  parts  of  the  country.  The  rainfall  in  the  Borough  for  1933 
was  17.69  inches,  which  is  the  lowest  recorded  rainfall  since  1921.

exception  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  accounted  for  310  cases. 

The  circular  from  the  Minister  of  Health  dealing  with  slum 
clearance  was  dealt  with  during  the  year  under  review  and  the 
Council  after  careful  consideration  decided  not  to  schedule  any 
area  as  a  ‘  Slum  Clearance  Area  ’  but  to  deal  with  houses,  which 
were  unfit  for  human  habitation,  individually.  Up  to  the  time 
of  this  report  being  sent  to  the  Ministry  in  September  of  the 
year  the  Corporation  had  already  dealt  with  26  per  cent,  of 
the  property  which  they  considered  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
Although  these  proposals  will  get  rid  of  our  slum  property  they 
will  not  get  rid  of  our  housing  problem.  Many  more  houses  are 
required  before  we  can  say  that  our  citizens  are  adequately 
housed. 

I  would  again  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  help 
in  all  branches  of  the  Department  and  to  all  my  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  who  have  worked  loyally  throughout  the 
year  I  tender  my  thanks.

The  total  deaths  occurring  in  persons  normally  residing  in  the 
town  was  531,  of  these  276  were  males  and  255  females.  This 
figure  shows  an  increase  over  1932,  and  gives  a  death-rate  of  11.2. 

A  marked  increase  of  deaths  recorded  as  influenza  occurred 
during  the  year,  the  figure  being  22  as  against  16  in  1932.  These 
deaths  occurred  in  the  main  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
when  an  extensive  epidemic  swept  the  country.  Bronchitis  and 
pneumonia,  the  hand-maidens  of  an  influenza  epidemic,  also  show 
an  increase. 

Fatal  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  organs  decreased 
from  41  in  the  previous  year  to  33  in  the  year  under  review. 

Cancer  caused  59  deaths,  the  figures  for  the  two  previous 
years  being  55  and  57  respectively. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  following  table  the  deaths  from 
cerebro  spinal  fever  were  3  as  against  11  in  1932.

The  birth  rate  for  1933  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  town, 
namely  16.4  per  1,000  population.  The  previous  lowest  recorded 
birth  rate  occurred  in  1929  when  the  figure  was  17.49. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  birth  rate  for  the  year  1933  was 
the  lowest  on  record  we  are  still  in  advance  of  the  rate  of  the 
country  as  a  whole,  which  is  14.4. 

Stillbirths  total  22  during  the  year,  21  of  which  were  legitimate 
and  1  illegitimate,  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  .4  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  against  .62  for  England  and  Wales. 

As  in  previous  years,  investigations  were  carried  out  in  all 
cases  of  stillbirths  and  where  possible  remedial  measures  taken.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE. 

In  1933,  54  children  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year, 
giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Eate  of  69.4  per  1,000  births.  This 
figure  is  higher  than  the  previous  year,  when  50  children  died 
before  reaching  the  age  of  one.  The  actual  number  of  lives  lost 
was  greater  by  4  than  in  1932,  although  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Eate  is  69.4  as  against  59.2  in  1932. 

Premature  births  show  a  slight  decrease  and  the  main  increase 
in  the  recorded  cases  of  deaths  falls  in  the  category  of  respiratory 
diseases,  which  totalled  12  as  against  8  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  misadventure  totalled 
4  as  against  a  previous  single  death  in  1932. 

Stillbirths  were  notified  in  22  cases  during  the  period  under 
review  as  against  44  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a  Stillbirth 
Eate  of  .4  per  1,000  population.

2. — 107  of  the  samples  proved  to  be  genuine,  and  9  samples 
were  unsatisfactory,  as  follows  :  —

As  the  County  Analyst  regarded  these  two  samples  as 
unsatisfactory,  further  samples  will  be  taken,  from  these 
vendors. 

3.  — The  five  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  examined  for  bacteria 
count.  Two  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The 
vendors  concerned  will  be  kept  under  observation.

Two  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  contain¬ 
ing  4  parts  and  7  parts,  respectively.

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ORTHOP/EDIC  TREATMENT. 

Mr.  Allan,  F.R.C.S.,  Surgeon  to  the  Nuneaton  Orthopaedic 
Clinic,  reports  on  the  work  of  the  Clinic  as  follows:  — 

During  the  year  1933  the  Nuneaton  Orthopaedic  Clinic  has 
continued  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Warwickshire  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Hospital  at  Coleshill.  Massage  and  remedial  exercises  are 
given  weekly  by  the  visiting  Sister,  with  a  trained  Orthopaedic 
Nurse  to  help  in  the  aftercare  treatment.  Attendances  have  in¬ 
creased  slightly  during  the  year,  whilst  the  number  of  cases 
requiring  admission  to  hospital  has  decreased.  The  after-care  of 
fractures  is  becoming  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Clinic,  and  provision  will  be  made  to  deal  with  an  increasing 
number  of  these  cases.

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

The  supervision  of  women  during  the  ante-natal  period  for  1933 
continues  to  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  women  taking 
advantage  of  it.  The  numbers  at  both  the  Nuneaton  and 
Stockingford  Clinics  are  slightly  in  advance  of  those  for  the 
preceding  year.  At  the  same  time,  medical  practitioners  are 
paying  much  more  attention  to  this  important  subject  and  many 
of  them  make  their  own  ante-natal  examination. 

During  1933,  250  women  attended  at  these  special  clinics,  this 
giving  a  percentage  of  32.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  births  regis¬ 
tered  in  1933. 
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That  ante-natal  work  is  of  the  greatest  importance  with  regard 
to  the  actual  expectant  mother  as  well  as  to  the  nation  at  large 
is  now  a  well  recognised  fact,  and  its  importance  is  yearly 
increasing. 

Women  now-a-days  are  taking  more  and  .more  interest  in  their 
condition  and  are  seeking  advice  and  examination  more  readily 
than  ever. 

In  time,  every  expectant  mother  will  seek  this  advice  and 
examination;  indeed  it  will  become  a  routine.

DENTAL  CLINIC, 

Mr.  Thomas  reports  on  the  work  of  the  dental  services  run 
in  connection  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  services  as 
follows :  —

Table.  The  attendances  per  Session  were  again  over  20,  thus 
providing  further  evidence  of  the  popularity  of  this  provision. 
Children  of  pre-school  age  continue  to  attend  in  increasing 
numbers,  which,  as  has  been  said  before,  should  lighten  the  task 
of  the  School  Clinic. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  mothers  are  beginning  to  realise  the 
importance  of  a  clean  mouth  both  for  themselves  and  their  off¬ 
spring.

NURSING  HOME  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1927. 

No  new  applications  have  been  received  under  the  above  Act 
for  registration  of  new  homes.  The  two  existing  homes  have 
been  supervised  during  the  year  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

No  action  under  the  Act  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Committee 
on  account  of  non-compliance  with  the  Act  or  Byelaws. 
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WATER 

Both  sources  of  water  supply  to  the  town,  namely,  the  borehole 
at  Whittleford,  Nuneaton,  and  the  upland  surface  water  brought 
from  Thornton,  14  miles  distant,  continue  to  cope  with  the 
demands  made  upon  them,  although  there  has  been  a  daily 
increase  of  33,000  gallons  used  compared  with  five  years  ago. 
The  drought  experienced  during  the  year  did  not  necessitate  the 
imposition  of  restrictions  in  the  consumption  of  water. 

The  various  samples  for  analysis  taken  during  the  year  show 
the  water  to  be  satisfactory,  and  appended  are  the  results  of  the 
latest  analyses. 

A  number  of  extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  made  during 
the  year  to  total  766  yards  of  4-inch  pipes,  details  of  which  are

During  the  year,  10,904  tons  of  dry  house  refuse  was  collected 
and  of  this  total,  9,661  tons  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  by  the 
separation  and  incineration  method  of  refuse  disposal.  The 
remainder  of  the  dry  refuse,  which  constitutes  11.4%  of  the  total, 
was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Stockingford  Tip.

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  AND  1928. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  rag  flock  within  the  Borough. 
One  upholstery  firm,  however,  uses  this  kind  of  flock  in  their 
business.  Supplies  of  the  material  used  bear  the  certificate  of 
the  manufacturing  firms,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  obtain 
samples  for  examination. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  fourteen  fixed  observations,  in  addition  to 
many  general  observations,  have  been  made  on  the  various  works 
chimneys  in  the  Borough.  The  Model  Byelaws  for  smoke  abate¬ 
ment  have  not  been  adopted. 
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RAT  AND  VERMIN  REPRESSION. 

Again  I  have  to  report  that  no  marked  prevalence  of  animal  or 
insect  pests  has  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  department  is  always  willing  to  give  any  advice  and 
assistance  possible  in  the  eradication  of  pests.  The  departmental 
records  show  that  4,242  rats  have  been  brought  in  for  destruction, 
although  this  record  does  not  indicate  the  actual  number 
destroyed  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

The  usual  rat  week  was  observed  within  the  Borough  when 
letters  and  recipes  for  rat  poisons  were  widely  circulated. 
Chemists  and  store  keepers  gave  their  assistance  by  advertising 
and  making  special  window  displays  of  raticides. 

In  connection  with  the  Health  Exhibition  held  in  the  Borough 
during  November,  a  very  useful  exhibit  was  staged  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  connection  with  the  re¬ 
pression  of  rats  and  mice. 

MAGISTERIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  two 
instances.  One  against  an  owner  of  land  used  as  a  van  ground 
for  failing  to  abate  a  nuisance  thereon.  In  this  case  the  court 
made  an  abatement  order  which  was  subsequently  complied  with. 
The  second  case  was  against  an  occupier  of  a  meat  stall  for 
failing  to  cover  the  stall  as  required  by  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations  1924.  The  defendant  was  fined  twenty  shillings  and 
costs. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  schools  have  remained  un¬ 
changed  during  the  year  and  no  additional  school  accommodation 
has  been  completed  during  the  year  unde)1  review. 

The  organisation  for  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease  has 
been  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years.  No 
school  or  department  of  a  school  had  to  be  closed  down  on 
account  of  infectious  disease. 

Supervision  of  contacts  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the 
schools  have  been  undertaken  bv  the  staff  of  the  Isolation

Hospital,  and  under  certain  circumstances  by  the  School  Nurses 
employed  by  the  Education  Committee.

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HOUSING. 

The  year  under  review  saw  the  completion  of  the  Council’s 
housing  estate  at  Hill  Top,  when  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
houses  were  built  and  occupied,  thus  completing  for  the  time 
being,  the  Council’s  scheme  of  house  building.  I  would  refer 
to  the  table  on  building  progress  to  be  found  in  another  part  of 
this  report,  and  note  that  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise 
appear  to  be  on  the  increase.  At  the  time  of  writing  several 
private  schemes  are  in  progress,  and  it  would  appear  that  the 
1933  record  will  be  eclipsed. 

The  Council,  in  common  with  other  Authorities,  were  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  submit  their  scheme  of  Slum  Clear¬ 
ance  and  re-housing  proposals.  This  clearance  is  to  be  accom¬ 
plished  in  three  definite  ways,  namely:  — 

a.  Clearance  areas. 

b.  Improvement  areas. 

c.  Demolition  of  individual  houses. 

A  survey  of  the  Borough  was  made  and  it  was  decided  to  deal 
with  fifty-five  houses  which  fall  under  the  last  category.  The 
demolition  of  these  houses  necessitates  the  rehousing  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  persons.  This  rehousing  is  the  duty  of 
the  Council  and  without  doubt  machinery  will  soon  be  set  in 
motion  to  this  end. 

The  Council’s  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in 
September  as  required.

During  the  year  132  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the 
various  premises.  A  number  of  structural  improvements  to  cow¬ 
sheds  were  carried  out,  and  at  one  dairy  a  complete  sterilising 
outfit  for  the  sterilisation  of  milk  bottles  and  other  dairy  utensils 
has  been  installed. 

Grade  A  milk  to  the  average  daily  amount  of  90  gallons 
is  delivered  within  the  Borough  from  four  farms,  one  situate 
within  the  Borough,  the  remaining  three  sources  are  farms  in 
the  surrounding  district. 

Pasteurised  milk  continues  to  be  produced  within  the  Borough, 
the  average  daily  amount  being  765  gallons.

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

Unfortunately  this  Borough,  in  common  with  many  areas  in 
the  surrounding  country,  was  visited  by  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  disease  was  found  to  exist  in  a  consignment  of  pigs  which 
had  arrived  at  the  abattoir  from  a  cattle  market  in  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  county.  Immediate  measures  were  adopted,  and  the  diseased 
animals,  as  well  as  those  which  had  been  in  contact,  were  forth¬ 
with  slaughtered  and  the  carcases  destroyed  by  burning  in  the 
incinerator. 
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Thorough  disinfection  and  cleansing  of  the  abattoir  followed, 
as  well  as  the  destruction  of  all  infected  material  such  as  fodder, 
bedding,  etc.  The  premises  were  declared  free  and  reopened 
for  the  business  of  slaughtering  therein  within  a  few  days.

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Apart  from  the  routine  teachings  by  all  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  a  special  Health  Week  was  held  from 
21st  to  25th  November,  this  included  a  Health  Exhibition  which 
was  held  in  the  Drill  Hall.  The  Exhibition  consisted  of  exhibits 
from  all  the  leading  societies  connected  with  health  education, 
and  in  addition  certain  trade  exhibits  had  stands.  Health  films 
were  shown  daily.  This  was  open  to'  the  general  public  from 
2.0  to  9.0  p.m.  daily. 

The  total  number  of  adults  visiting  the  Exhibition  was  4395. 

In  addition  to  the  general  public,  school  children  were  admitted 
on  rota  and  lectures  given  at  each  of  the  stands  in  the  mornings. 
The  total  number  of  children  attending  these  demonstrations  was 
1,078.  A  lecture  was  given  and  a  film  shown  to  800  school 
children  at  the  Scala  Cinema  and  a  film  and  lecture  to  adults  at 
the  Palace  Theatre  with  an  attendance  of  about  600. 

A  Health  Play  was  admirably  performed  daily  at  the  Exhibition 
by  the  pupils  of  Eitton  Street  School  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Taylor. 

The  official  opening  was  carried  out  by  Sir  Francis  Freemantle 
and  hearty  co-operation  was  given  this,  our  first  Health  Week, 
by  the  Press,  the  Churches,  and  all  public  bodies. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  Borough  showed  a  marked 
decline  with  the  exception  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Pneumonia. 

The  organisation  for  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  remained 
as  in  previous  years,  and  my  Department  received  the  fullest 
co-operation  from  medical  practitioners  in  the  town  in  the  pre¬ 
vention  and  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases. 

The  same  action  as  in  previous  years  on  the  admission  of  cases 
to  hospital  has  been  carried  out,  i.e.,  cases  are  kept  at  home 
where  isolation  is  possible  and  it  is  not  detrimental  to  the  patient 
to  be  treated  and  nursed  at  home. 

Disinfection  of  348  premises  was  carried  out  by  this  Department 
during  the  year. 


CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  or  Spotted  Fever,  continued  in  this 
neighbourhood  from  1932  up  to  July  1933,  when  the  last  case 
was  discharged  from  hospital. 

Altogether  in  1933  there  were  19  cases  admitted  to  Bramcote 
Hospital  from  Nuneaton  and  the  surrounding  districts,  with  6 
deaths,  which  gives  a  death  rate  of  31.57%  of  cases.  Of  these 
19  cases  12  were  from  the  Borough  with  3  deaths — a  death  rate  of 
25%.  The  remaining  7  cases  were  Bural  ones  and  of  these  3 
died,  giving  a  Rural  death  rate  of  42.85%. 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases,  3  Borough  and  3  Rural  cases 
of  suspected  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  admitted  to  Bramcote 
Hospital,  but  these  proved  not  to  be  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.  Of 
these  4  were  discharged  to  Nuneaton  General  Hospital  and  the 
remaining  2  to  their  homes. 

One  notified  case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  was  treated  in  a 
private  institution. 

The  death  rates  given  above  tend  to  show  the  urgent  necessity 
of  the  earliest  diagnosis,  removal  to  hospital,  and  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  only  efficient  method  of  treatment,  viz.,  the  injection 
of  anti-meningeal  serum,  either  intrathecally,  intramuscularly  or 
both.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 

A  large  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  the  Borough  in 
1933,  310  cases  being  notified.  The  epidemic  was  not  confined 
to  the  Borough  alone,  but  to  all  surrounding  districts,  in  fact, 
one  could  say,  the  country  as  a  whole  suffered  from  an  extensive 
epidemic  of  this  disease. 

The  main  incidence  of  the  disease  fell  in  the  5  to  10  age  group. 

Although  all  parts  of  our  town  were  affected  a  high  proportion 
of  the  cases  occurring  in  school  children  came  from  two  schools. 
In  the  beginning  part  of  the  epidemic,  Abbey  Green  School  was 
very  largely  infected,  and  later  Fitton  Street  School  became  the 
centre  of  infection. 

The  type  of  case  was  mild  with  few  exceptions,  and  of  the  5 
deaths,  4  had  toxic  Scarlet  Fever,  and  1.  was  complicated  by 
double  pneumonia. 

163  cases  were  admitted  to  our  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bramcote. 
These  cases  were  the  ones  which  could  not  be  isolated  adequately 
in  their  own  homes,  or  had  a  virulent  type  of  the  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever  Antitoxin  has  been  issued  to  practitioners  on 
request. 


MEASLES. 

Cases  of  measles  in  children  under  5  years  is  compulsorily 
notifiable  within  the  Borough. 

278  cases  were  notified,  all  of  which  were  treated  in  their 
homes,  with  one  exception  which  was  admitted  to  Bramcote 
Hospital. 

All  cases  of  measles,  where  necessary,  were  visited  by  the 
Matron  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  instructions  on  the  nursing 
and  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  given.  739  visits 
were  paid  to  cases  during  1933. 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease,  both  of  which  were 
complicated  with  Pneumonia. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  13  of  these 
being  removed  to  Hospital,  the  others  being  of  a  mild  character 
were  able  to  be  isolated  and  treated  in  their  own  homes. 

One  death  occurred  from  diphtheria  which  was  complicated 
with  measles. 

Antitoxin  was  promptly  used  by  practitioners,  and  is  issued 
free  by  the  Health  Department.

These  numbers  show  a  somewhat  higher  incidence  than  in  the 
previous  year,  whilst  the  deaths  from  respiratory  and  also  from 
non-respiratory  turberculosis  show  a  decline. 

Notification  of  this  disease,  taken  on  the  whole,  has  been 
satisfactory,  failure  to  notify  occurring  in  5  cases.  In  all  cases 
where  a  practitioner  had  certified  death  to  be  due  to  tuberculosis 
and  had  not  previously  been  notified  to  this  department  he  was 
communicated  with  and  reasonable  explanations  were  given  in 
each  case.  No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  on  the  failure  to 
notify. 

No  action  had  to  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  which  relates  to  persons  suffer¬ 
ing  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade,  or 
under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1925  relating  to 
compulsory  removal  of  persons  suffering  from  this  disease. 

The  treatment  and  supervision  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  carried 
out  by  the  private  practitioners  and  by  the  Coventry  and  Warwick¬ 
shire  Joint  Tuberculosis  Committee,  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
being  regularly  held  in  premises  situated  in  Coton  Road. 

The  closest  co-operation  exists  between  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
of  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Joint  Tuberculosis  Committee 
and  your  Health  Department,  and  all  cases  coming  to  the  notice 

of  this  Department  are  transferred  to  him  for  diagnosis  and, 
where  necessary,  treatment.

BRAMCOTE  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  213  cases  were  admitted  to  the  above  hospital. 
Of  these  192  were  cases  from  the  Borough  and  21  from  outside 
local  authorities. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  table  below  that  the  great  majority 
of  these  cases  were  Scarlet  Fever.  Four  deaths  occurred  from 
this  disease  out  of  a  total  of  162  admitted. 

Cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
numbered  25,  15  of  which  were  Borough  cases  and  10  from  out¬ 
side  authorities.  On  investigation  of  the  25  cases,  only  19  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  the  other  cases, 
although  admitted  as  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  were  taken  into 
Hospital  mainly  for  investigation.  Three  deaths  occurred  in  the 
cases  admitted  from  the  town.  I  am  happy  to  record  that  no 
case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  has  been  admitted  into  the  Hospital 
since. 
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No  children  were  admitted  for  sunlight  treatment  during  1933 
on  account  of  pressure  of  other  cases. 

The  Matron  and  the  staff  of  the  hospital  have,  as  in  previous 
years,  shown  great  devotion  to  duty.

The  disinfection  of  all  premises,  houses,  bedding,  etc.,  is 

carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inpectors  after  cases  of  infectious 
diseases.  Steam  disinfection  is  available  for  bulky  goods,  such 
as  bedding,  etc.  Spraying  or  fumigation  with  Formalin  is  the 
method  employed  in  houses.
